Mrs. Roosevelt looked proud and 
happy, and every woman in the other 
galleries looked at her and was glad 
she was present and happy, because 
Mrs. Roosevelt makes everybody glad 
she is glad, just by her looks. She is 
a typical American wife and mother. 

Down in the Vice-President’s room 
Col. Roosevelt was chatting with any- 
body who called to see him. He met 
people there whom he never met be- 
fore and may never meet again, but 
phe shook hands with everybody, and 
when he saw a male face that he knew 
he called its owner “old fellow.” Col. 
Roosevelt is always happy when he 
says that. His face shone radiantly, 
and his voice rang with good feeling. 
His reception went on till nearly 12 
o’clock. By that time it‘became known 
that President McKinley had arrived. 

THE PRESIDENT’S RIDE. 

The President left the White House 
about 11 o'clock. Hé rode In an open 
carriage, drawn by four horses. It 
was a carriage something such as any 
prominent citizen would ride in in a 
city parade. By his side was Senator 
Hanna, chairman of the National Re- 
publican Committee. On the seat op- 
posite him sat John Joy Edson and 
Joseph Cannon. The President and 
escort were followed by all the Grand 
Army posts in this vicinity. 

The ride from the White House to 
the Capitol was a continual ovation. 
There were thousands upon fhousands 
of people along the way, and they all 
cheered lustily and constantly. There 
was a drizzling rain at the time and 
the wind blew, but the President-elect 
was obliged to keep his hat off nearly 
all the time during the entire ride. Mr. 
McKinley's hair is getting thin, and he 
looked as if he would like to put on 
his hat for a few minutes, but again 
and again the cheering would break 
out with renewed force, and he would 
simply be compelled to take it off. 

When the President got to the Cap- 
itol he went to the President's room, 
just off the Senate chamiber, and 
signed some late bills that Congress 
bad passed. About that time Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley, accompanied by Adjt.-Gen. 
Corbin, arrived at the Senate, and 
went into the legislative gallery, occu- 
pying a seat directly across the aisle 
from the Roosevelts. Mrs. McKinley 
‘bufabe happy beyond expectations, 

In 
later tn the she was 
overcome by the excitement and was 
taken to the White House. 

Then word was sent over to the 
House and the members of the House 
come to the Senate chamfer. Next 
came the Diplomatic Corps; then the 
Supreme Court,; then Vice-President- 
elect Roosevelt, and finally the Pres- 
ident and his Cabinet. The oath of 
office was administered to Col. Roose- 
velt, and he delivered his inaugural 
address. The entire body then went 
out to the great stand upon the steps 
of the Capitol, where the oath was ad- 
ministered to the President, who there 
delivered his inauguration address. 

By the time the President reached 
the inaugural stand and commenced 
his inaugural address, rain and hail 
were coming down at a lively rate, but 
some forty thousand people who 
had gathered in front of the Capitol to 
hear the address, remained to the last, 
and kept up their enthusiasm. The 
President spoke for about forty-five 
minutes and was frequently inter- 
rupted by applause. 

The Chief Executive and party went 
back to the President’s room in the 
Senate and had luncheon, and shortly 
thereafter the parade started from the 
Capitol down through Pennsylvania 
avenue. It was the finest inaugural 
parade Washington has ever seen. To- 
night the principal event was the in- 
augural ball. The fireworks which 
had been planned for the White House 
ev were abandoned on account of the

AGEANTRY UNEXCELLED 
FOR NATION’S CAPITAL. 


WONDERFUL SCENE SPREAD OUT 
TO ADMIRING VIEW. | 


City Decorated as Never Before Known. 
Miles of Bunting and Thousands of 
Flags—Simplicity of the Great Central 
Figures and Their Share in Ceremonies. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.? 
WASHINGTON, March 4.—Had a 
man been on top of the dome of the 
Capitol today, Washington must have 
looked as it did in the spring of 1865, 
when the victorious armies and multi- 
tude behind and with them gathered 
here for the grand review. Off to the 
south, on the broad bosom of the Po- 
tomac, six warships, one of them the 
historic Hartford, Admiral Farragut’s 
flagship at the battle of Mobile Bay, 
rode at anchor. From every direction, 
long, winding trains were coming into 
the city to pour their human freight 
into the already-seething cauldron. | 
_ In the maze of choked streets spread 
out between squares of moving hu- 
manity, gun barrels gleamed, banners, 
flags and transparencies rose above 
compact masses of men, and gorgeous 
bands, checks of color, drifted here 
and there and everywhere, the shift- 
ing multitude so closely packed that 
the ground seemed fairly alive. Penn- 
sylvania avenue, decorated with miles 
of bunting and with thousands of 
flags, trembling and fluttering in the 
gentle breeze, was lined with a mass | 


of people so early that no one pre- 
tended to have arisen in time to say 
when they began swarming to their 
places. The influence of the greatest 
multitude that ever invaded the city 
overshadowed all the pageantry and 
most impressed the mind. 
SUPERB DECORATIONS. 

Washington had decked herself as 
never before for the second inaugura- 
tion of McKinley, and the induction 
into the Vice-Presidency: of Theodore 
Roosevelt. The committee in charge 
had insisted upon uniform and harmo- 
nious decorations. The scheme was 
superb, and it was admirably executed. 
The gem of all was the court of honor, 
where the President reviewed the 
parade. It extended from the Treas- 
ury building, with its severe classic 
facades and columns, to the State, 
War and Navy building, with its im- 
posing Italian renaissance architec- 
ture, comprising the stretch in front 
of the Executive Mansion. 

Only a comparatively insignificant 
portion of the vast multitude saw any- 
thing of the actual inauguration cere- 
monies at the Capitol. The great un- 
numbered thousands were content to 
wait in the avenue below to see the 
two men upon whom the attengion of 
the world was fixed today, and whom 
the procession followed today. The 
brilliant and impressive scene in the 
Senate when the President-elect and 
Vice-President-elect were inducted 
into office was reserved for a few hun- 
dred. 


THE DAY OPENS. 


PROGRESS OF THE EVENTS. 
[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—aA.M.1 

WASHINGTON, March 4—By 7 
o'clock today the government depart- 
ments that had been turned tem- 
porarily into barracks for visiting 
troops, began to give up their occu- 
pants, who streamed toward Pennsyl- 
vania avenue from all directions. The 
hotel crowds began to appear about an 
hour later, while the railroad depots 
contributed a steady, but eves-increas- 
ing stream of tourists to the crowds 
already on the streets. The sound of 
bands filled the air as troops, com- 
panies, marching clubs, one after the 
other, swung into Pennsylvania avenue 
at quick step, hurrying to the quer- 
ters in hope of a hasty breakfast b=2- 
fore setting out for their rendezvous 
whence they were to fall in line for the 
big parade. Before 9 o'clock there 
was a crush on the car lines. 

Preparations for holding back the 
on along the avenue had been go- 


wait at short int all al Povo 
syivania avenue. Early in the Morn- 
ing workmen started from the foot of 
the Capitol with a wagon load of. 
heavy iron posts and big reels of wire 
cable. By 11 o'clock a.m., this hastily- 
constructed fence was in place a!l 
along the line of parade, with breaks 
only at street crossings, which were 
left open until 1 o'clock, when access 
to the avenue was denied. 

Soon after 9 o'clock, the big stands 
along the line of march began to fill 
up. Early in the morning thrifty team- 
stere, with a score of wagons. ap- 
peared on side streets, just off Penn- 
sylvania avenue, with elevated tiers of 
seats rising above the wagon bed, 
capable of accommodating from ten to 
twenty people each. These seats were 
auctioned off. The prices of window 
geats in the houses and Stores along 
the line of march reached an almost 
fabulous rate. It is reported that one 
wealthy Senator paid $500 for a single 
room for the day in a hotel near Penti- 
sylvania avenue and Fifteenth street, 
while ordinary second-story windows 
had been regularly held at from $25 
to $50, and single chairs in store win- 
dows at from $5 up. 

During the merning scldiers 
at ease, leaning on their rifles an‘ 
stretched in pretty. close formation 
from the White House down Pennsyl- 
vania avenue to Eleventh. Soon after 
10 o'clock, the street-cars were stopped. 
The groups of soldiers lined up, com- 
pany front, waiting to take their 
places in line, and all was ready for 
the etart to the Capitol. 

Tho splendid avenue never looked in 
better condition for a great parade. 
The entire length of the route. lined 
with human faces, was a sea of color. 
The national colors were everywhere. 
At the instance ef the Decorations 
Committee, the householders along the 
line of march had avoided all cheap 
decorations, and gave preference to 
the red, white and blue at all points. 

AT THE WHITE HOUSE. 

The White House was astir early. 
Although messengers from the Capitol 
kept the President well supplied with 
bills for his consideration until late 
in the night, it was fully a half-hour 
earlier than usual when breakfast 
was served. Up to 10 o'clock the ad- 
miral of the navy was the only caller 
whom the President saw, and their 
conference was quite brief. Several 
members of the Cabinet called later 
to look over bills that had come from 
Congress and remained until time to 
join the President to go to the Capitot 

It was a few minutes after 10 o'clock 
when Troop A, of Cleveland, com- 
manded by Capt. Bunts, superbly 
mounted, filed into the White House 
grounds through the enst gate, and 
took up position facing the front of 
the mansion. Veterans of the Civil 
War and the first division.of the mili- 
tary grand division, which formed the 
escort under the command of the grand 
marshal, had formed on the avenue 
facing the mansion. 

The Vice-President-elect was out 
early on the steps of the Cowles resi- 
dence,, where he had spent the night, 
chatting with several friends. He was 
bareheaded, and wore in his button- 
hole = “Roodsevelt"’ carnation, one of a 
new crimson variety recently named 
in his honor. Early this morning he 
was the recipient of an extremely 
handsome floral piece from Capt. Wil- 
liam Flannagan, late of his staff in 
New York. It was a baeket of orchids, 
roses and carnations, each flower set.

A body of picked policemen, 
handsomely mounted, cleared the way 
for the escorting column as it swept 
into Pennsylvania avenue A military 
band from Governor's Island, New 
York, furnished music for the first de- 
tachment. 

The staff was very numerous, 
made a splendid appearance in 
dress uniforms, representing every 
branch of the military service. 

After quite a breach in the line came 


Gen. Sickles, sitting on his charger in 
magnificent style, notwithstanding the 
absence of the leg he left on the field 
of Gettysburg.

Louis Daglow, a business man of 
Nome, was doped and robbed of $1300.

Archbishop Ireiané ‘Says the Situation 


is Intolerable.

NEW YORK, March 4.—Archbishop 
John Ireland of St. Paul, Minn., in the 
North American Review for March, 
writes of “The Pope’s Civil Prince- 
dom,.”" He says in part: 

“The situation with which the Pope 
is now confronted is intolerable. In 
the streets of Rome insult has been 
offered to the cortége conveying to its 
last resting place in San Lorenzo the 
dead body of Leo's predecessor. A 
statue has been erected in one of the 
public squares in honor of an excom- 
municated monk whose sole merit was 
that in his day he had been the enemy 
of the papacy. 

“By veto of the Italian government, 
Leo XIII has been forbidden to send 
an envoy to an international peace 
congress, where he would have been 
welcomed by non-Catholic soverei 
where the Pope, by all the prerogativ 
of his office and all the traditions of 
his see was entitled to be represented. 

“The sole solution of the Roman 
question is the Pope's cjvil princedom, 
and until this is recovered the prelate’s 
protest will continue. 

“The barriers raised against the re- 
covery of the Pope’s civil princedom 
are by no means so insuperable as at 
first glance may appear. Italy took 
from the Pope his civil princedom. 
Why cannot Italy be expected to re- 
store it? To do so would mean for 
Italy peace, prosperity and glory.” ~

SCENE BEAUTIFUL, BRILLIANT AND 
BEWITCHING. 


Grand March Given Up Because of the

WASHINGTON, March 4.—The cul- 
minating event of the inaygural fes- 
tivities was the inaugural] ball, held 
tonight in the vast auditorium of the 
Pension Office. 
Pension Office. As a spectacu- 
lar event, it was unparalleled in 
the history of inaugural balls in the 
sumptuousness of arfangement, in the 
bewildering splendor of decorations 
and of marvelous eicctrical effects, and 
in the countless throng taking part in 
the spectacle. 

When the doors of the great struc- 
ture were thrown open at 8 o'clock, an 
eager crowd besieged every entrance, 
and lines of carriages stretched into 
the surrounding streets and avenues. 
Platoons-of police, mounted and un- 
mounted, guarded the outer entrances, 
keeping back the rush of curious spec- 
tators and bringing order out of the 
tangle of carriages. Soon the vast in- 
terior of the building began to take 
on life and animation. The early com- 
ers busied themselves in viewing the 
exquisite beauties of the scene. a 

‘DESCRIPTION OF BALLROOM. 

The decorations of the ballroom had 
yellow for their predominating tone. 
No cumbersome effect of light or color 
wes in evidence, but above and on 
ali sides stretched a wavy, rippling 
canopy of yellow bunting that covered 
the walls and skylight, and was 
broken only where the lining of the

Suspended 
beneath each star, and below draped 
festoons of smilax were shimmering 
trailers of green and electric bulbs, 
tipped with a yellow globe. The gilt 
pillars were enshrouded in vines and 
greens, and above the bright circlets 
of light that crowned them were 
placed invisible boxes of growing 
tulips, daffodils, azaleas and jonquils. 
In the second balcony, the game scene 
of decoration was laid out, except that 
in Heu of the stars were hung elec- 
tric lights in clusters of three, covered 
with soft yellow transparent paper, 
a producing a beautiful effect. Back 
under the balconies on the ground and 
second floors wreaths of green were 
hung at regular intervals, linked by 
loeys of vines and smilax. 

Seventy-six additional poste had been 
placed on the top balcony, each one 
surmounted by a glowing bulb of light. 
Between them and bordering the railing 
of the balcony, all the wey around, 
were boxes of cut and growing fiqw- 
ers in great profusion of color. 

Two endless chains of light studded 
green, below the balconies, !ooped and 
swung completely around the immense 
hall, each t end a hive of brilliant 
yellow globes, each trailing streamer 
alive with tiny glow lights. Off to 
the side on the second balcony were 
the President's and Vice-President’'s 
rooms the diplomats’ room end forty 
other rooms, appropriately embellished 
for public reception and promenade. 
The President's room was draped en- 
tirely in white and made beautiful 
with vink ribbons with orchids and 
greens. The other rooms held to the 
all-pervading yellow, decorated with 
ferns and smilax. In the diplomatic 
room the flegs of all nations were 
clustered and intertwined, and lent a 
brilliant background for the gor- 
geous uniforms and regalia of the 
distomatic officials. Alongside 
main building had been built a large 
dining hall, draped with red and 
white. decorated with greens. 

The expense of the decorations en- 
tire is set down at about $45,000. The 
floral and electric decorations alone 
came to nearly $20,000, there being no 
less than 15,000 electric lights involved 
in the illumination.

THE PRESIDENTIAL PARTY. 

The Presidential party arrived at 
10:30 o'clock. They were preceded by 
a glittering array of officers in full 
uniform, and were escorted to tbe pri- 
vate office of Commissioner Evans, 
which had been lavishly deeorated. The 
President bowed and smiled as he 
passed through the throng. Senator 
and Mrs. Hanna, Lieut.-Gen. and Mrs 
Miles,, several justices of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, with their 
wives and daughters, and a number of 
the Cabinet circle joined the party up- 
stairs, 

The crowds on the main floor had 
been pushed back to make room fcr tae 
grand march, and the band was ready 
to. break into the opening strains of 
the march from Tannhauser. But 
word came that Mrs. McKinley was in- 
disposed and that the President would 
remain by her side. The march conse- 
quently was abandoned. The band 
struck up Strauss’s “Blue Danube,”

John Correa Shoots His Employer and 
Companion, and Then Commits Suicide 


After Being Reprimanded. 
mv DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES? 

CHICAGO, March 4.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Charlies A. Morrill, head 
of the firm of Charles A. Morrill & 
Co., tea dealers, No. 85 Michigan ave- 
nue, narrowly escaped death at the 
hands of an employé early today. A 
bullet fired behind his \back by John 
Correa, the oldest employé of the firm, 
who had previously been upbraided by 
Morrill, glanced off the latter's skull, 
inflicting a severe gash and then took 
an upward course, going through the 
ceiling of the room. Thinking he had 
killed his employer, Correa put the 
weapon to his own head and sent a 
bullet through his brain. The shoot- 
ing took place at 9 o’clock in the front 
office of the tea establishment. Mr. 
Morrill’s wound is not considered se- 
rious: Correa died instantly. 

Correa was a Portuguese, 68 years 
old, and had been employed by the 
company twenty-one years. He for- 
merly was in the commissipn business, 
but failed in Chicago twenty-three 
years ago, and two years later secured 
employment at the Morrill tea estab- 
lishment. For years he had been a 
companion of Mr. Morrill, and both 
were Civil War veterans. Correa has a 
son, an electrician, living in Bakers- 
field, Cal., and he has been notified of 
the death of his father.

ADDRESS OF 


THE PRESIDENT.| 


Nation's Purpose Known 
By His Election. 


Will Fulfill the High 
Duties Imposed. 


American Institutions Not 
Weakened by se 
Peace and Law. 


[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATFN PRESS—A.M.} 

WASHINGTON, March 4.—In his in- 

augural address today President Mc- 
Kinley said: 
“My Fellow Citizens: When we as- 
sembled here on the 4th of March, 
1897, there was great anxiety with re- 
gard to our currency and credit. None 
exists now. Then our treasury re- 
ceipts were inadequate to meet the 
current obligations of the government. 
Now they are sufficient for all public 
needs, and we have a surplus instead 
of a deficit. Then I felt constrained 
to convene the Congress in extraocr-. 
dinary session to devise revenues to 
pay the ordinary expenses of the gov- 
ernment. Now I have the satisfaction 
to announce that the Congress just 
closed has reduced taxation in the sum 
of $41,000,000. 

“Then there was deep solicitude be- 
cause of the long depression in our 
manufacturing, mining, agricultural 
and mercantile industries and the con- 
sequent distrees of our laboring popu- 
lation. Now every avenue of produc- 
tion is crowded with activity, labor its 
well employed and American productio; 
finds gcod markets at home and abroad. 
Our diversified productions, however, 
are increasing in such unprecedented 
volume as to admonish us of the neces- 
sity of still further enlarging our for- 
eign markets by broader commercial re- 
lations. For this purpose, reciprocal 
trade arrangements with other nations 
should in liberal spirit be carefully 
cultivated and promoted. 

NATIONAL VERDICT. 

“The national verdict of 1896 has for 
the most part been executed. What- 
ever remains unfulfilled is a continuing 
obligation, resting with undiminished 


force upon the Executive and the Con-| 


gress. But fortunate as our condition is, 
its permanence can only be assured by 
sound business metho’ds and strict 
economy in national administration and 
legislation. We should not permit our 
great prosperity to lead us to reckless 
ventures in business or profligacy in 
public expenditures. Whiie the Con- 
gress determines the obiects and the 
som of appropriations, the officials of 
the executive departments are respon- 
sible for honest and faithful disburse- 
ment, and it should be their constant 
care to avoid waste and extravagance. 
Honesty, capacity and industry are no- 
where more indispensable than in 
public employment. These should be 
fundamental requisites to original ap- 
pointment and the surest guarantees 
agrinst removal. 

“Four years 2g, we stood on the 
brink of war without the people know- 
ing it, and without any praperation or 
effort at preparation for the impend- 
ing pe:ll. I did all that in ‘honor could 
be done to avert the war, but without 
avail. It became inevitable, and the 
Congres" at its first rewular session, 
without party division, provided money 
in anticipation of the crisis and in 
preparation to meet it. It same. The 
result was signally favorable for 
American arms and in the highest de- 
gree honorable to the government. It 
imposed: upon us obligations from 
which we cannot escape and from 
which it would be dishonorable to seek 
to escape. We are now at peace with 
the world, and it is my fervent prayer 
that if the differences arise between 
us and other countries they may he 
settled by peaceful arbitration, and 
that hereafter we may be spared the 
horrors of var: 

“Intrusted for the second time with 
the office of Preident, I enter upon its 
administration appreciating the great 
respons bilities which attach to this 
renewed honor and commission, prom- 
ising unreserved devotion on my part 
to their faithful discharge and rever- 
ently invoking for my guidance the 
direction and favor of Almighty God, 
I should shrink from the duties this 


day assumed if I did not feel that in. 


their performance I should have the co- 
operation of the wise and patriotic men 
of all parties. It encourages me for 
the great task I now undertake to be- 
lieve that those who voluntarily com- 
mitted to me the trust imposed upon 
the Chief Executive of the republic 
will give to me generous support in my 
duties to ‘preserve protect and defend 
the Constitution of the United States,’ 
anda to the care that the ‘laws be faith- 
fully executed.’ 

“The national purpose indicated 
through a national election. It is the 
constitutional method of ascertaining 
the public will. When once it is reg- 
istered, it ip a law to us all, and 
faithful observance should follow its 
decrees. 

LESSONS OF THE HOUR. 

“Strong hearts and faithful hands 
are needed, and, fortunately, we have 
them in every part of our beloved 
country. We are reunited. Sectional- 
ism has disappeared. Division on pub- 


lic affaires can now no longer be traced

Thes: old 
differences less and less disturb the 
judgment when existing problems de- 
mand the thought and quicken the con- 
science of the country, and the _re- 
sponsibility for their presence, as well 
as for their righteous settlement, rests 
upon us all—more upon me than upon 
you. There a:e some national ques- 
tions in the solution of which patriot- 
ism should exclude partisanship. Mag- 
nifying their difficulties will not take 
them off our hands nor facilitate their 
adjustment. Distrust of the capacity, 
integrity and high purposes of the 
American people will not be an inspir- 
ing theme for future contests. Dark 
pictures and gloomy forebodings are 
worse than vuseless. These only  be- 


cloud, they do not help to point the 
way of safety and honor. 
“*Hope maketh not ashamed.’ The 


prophets of evils were not the builders 
of the republic nor in its crisis since 
have they saved or served that. The 
of the fathers was a mighty 
force in its creation, and in the faith 
of their descendants has wrought its 
progress and furnished its defenders. 
They are obstructionists who despair 
and who would destroy confidence in 
the ability of our people to solve wisely 
and for civil'zation the mighty prcob- 
lems resting upon them. The American 
people, intrenched in freedom at home, 
take their love for it with them 
wherever they go, and they reject as 
mistaken and unworthy the doctrine 
that we lose our own liberties by se- 
curing the enduring foundations of lib- 
erty to others. Our institutions will 
not deteriorate by extension, and. our 
sense of justsice will not abate under 
tropic suns in distant seas. As hereto- 
fore, so hereafter will the nation dem- 
onstrate its fitness to administer any 
new estate which events devolve upon 
it, and in the fear of God will ‘take 
occasion by the hand and make the 
bounds of freedom wider yet.’ 

“If there are those among us who 
would make our way more difficult, we 
must not be disheartened, but the more 
earnestly dedicate ourselves to the task 
which we have rightly entered. The 
path of progress is seldom smooth. 
New things are often found hard to 
do. Our fathers found them so. We 
find them so. They are inconvenient. 
They cost us something, but are we 
not made better for the effort and sac- 
rifice, and are not those we serve lifted 
up and blessed? 

“We will be consoled, too, with the 
fact that opposition has confronted 
every onward effort of the’ republic 
from. its opening hour until now, but 
without success. The republic has 
marched on and on, and its every step 
has exalted freedom and humanity. 
We are undergoing the same ordeal as 
did our predecessors nearly a century 
ago. We are foHowing the course they 
blazed. They triumphed. Will their 
successors falter and plead organic im- 
potency in the nation? Surely after 
one hundred and twenty-five years of 
achievement for mankind we will not 
now surrender our equality with other 
powers on matters fundamental and es- 
sential to nationality. With no such 
purpose was the nation created. In no 
such spirit has it developed its full 
and independent sovereignty. We ad- 
here to the people of equality among 
ourselves and by no act of ours will 
we assign to ourselves a subordinate 
rank in the family of nations. 

GREAT PUBLIC EVENTS. 


“My fellow-citizens, the public events 
of the past four years have gone into 
history. They are too near to justify 
recital. Some of them were unfore- 
seen; many of them momentous and 
far-reaching in their consequences to 
ourselves and our relations with the 
rest of the world. The part which the 
United States bore so honorably in the 
thrilling scenes in China, while new 
to American life, has been in harmony 
with its true spirit and best traditions, 


and in dealing with the results its pol- 


icy will be that of moderation and fair- 
ness. 

“We face at this moment a most 
important question—that of the future 
relations of the United States and 
Cuba. With our near neighbor we 
must remain close friends. The decla- 
ration of the purpose of this govern- 
ment in the resolution of April 20, 1898, 
must be made good. kver since the 
evacuation of the island by the army 
of Spain, the Executive, with all prac- 
ticable speed, has been assisting its 
people in. the successive steps neces- 
sary to the establishment of a free and 
independent government, prepared to 
assume and perform the obligations 
of international law which now rest 
upon us under the treaty of Paris. 


‘The convention elected by the people 


to frame a constitution is approaching 
the completion of its labors. The trans- 
fer of American control to the new 
government is of such great conse- 
quence, involving an obligation result- 
ing from our intervention and the 
treaty of peace that I am glad to be 
advised by the recent act of Con- 
gress of the policy which the legisla- 


tive branch of the government deems~ 


essential to the best interests of Cuba 
and the United States. The princi- 
ples which led to our intervention re- 
quire that the fundamental law upon 
which the new government rests should 
be adopted to secure a government 
capable of performing the duties and 
discharging the functions of a sepa- 
rate nation; of observing its interna- 
tional obligations; of protecting life 
and property; insuring order, safety 
and liberty and conforming to the es- 


tablished and historical policy of the 


United States in its relation to Cuba. 

“The peace with which we are 
pledged to leave the Cuban people 
must carry with it the-guarantees of 
permanence. We became sponsors for 
the pacification of the island, and we 
remain accountable to the Cubans, no 
less than to our owh country and peo- 
ple, for the reconstruction of Cuba as 
a free commonwealth on abiding foun- 
dations of right, justice, liberty and as. 
sured order. Our-enfranchisement of 
the people will not be completed until 
free Cuba shall ‘be a reality, not a 
mame; a perfect entitity, not a hasty 
experiment, bearing within itself the 
elements of failure.’ 

THE PHILIPPINES.. 


“While the treaty of peace with 
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Spain was ratified on the 6th of Feb- 
ruary, 1899, and ratifications were ex- 
changed nearly two years ago, the 
Congress has indicated no form of gov- 
ernment for the Philippine Islands. It 
has, however, provided an army to en- 
able the Executive to suppress insur- 
rectiqn, restore peace, give security to 
the inhabitants and establish the 
authority of the United States through. 
out the archipelago. It has authorized 
the organization of native troops as 
auxiliary to the regular force. It has 
been advised from time to time of the 
acts of the military and naval officers 
in the islands; of my action in appoint- 
ing civil commissions; of the instruc- 
tions with which they were charged of 


their duties and powers; of their rec- 


ommendations, and of the several acts 
under executive commission, together 
with the very complete general infor- 
mation they have submitted. These 
reports fully set forth the conditions, 
past and present, in the islands, and 
the instructions cleafly show the 
principles which will guide the Execv- 
tive until the Congress shall, as it is 
required to do by the treaty, 'determine 
the ‘civil rights and political status of 


“The Congress having added th 
sanction of its authority to the powe; 
already possessed and exercised by the 
Executive under the Constitufion, 
thereby leaving with the Executive the 
responsibility for the government of 
the Philippines, I shall continue the ef. 
forts already taken until order shall be 
restored throughout the islands, and 
as fast as conditions permit will estab. 
ish iocal gavernments, in the formaton 
of which the full codperation of the peo- 
ple has been already invited, and when 
established will encourage the people 
to administer them. 

“The settled purpose which long 
prevailed, to afford the inhabitants of 
the islands self-government as fast as 
they are ready for it, will be pursued 
with earnestness and fidelity. Already 
something has been accomplished in 
this direction. The government’s rep- 
resentatives, civil and military, are 
doing faithful and noble work in their 
mission of emancipation, and merit the 
approval and support of their coun- 
trymen. The most liberal terms of am. 
nesty have already ,been communi-

This list is a queer hodge- 
of truth and fiction, in which 
the fiction largely predominates. The 
names of fictitious estates and those 
which were finally settled scores of 
years ago. are to be found in this 
list. It contains copies of hundreds 
of edvertisements, most of them years 
old. This list sells for the modest 
sum of $10, And one must be the 
possessor of arodd name, indeed, if 
he cannot find it“among those in thie 
costly document. To the seductions of 
this carefully-compiled list all sorts of 
ordinarily hard-headed people fall vic- 
tims, and usually spend more than 
the original $10 in employing the gen- 
lal next-of-kin man to pursue finan- 
clal will-o’-the-wisps for them. 

But sometimes business gets dull, 
and then the agency man contributes 
to some of the leading newspapers a 
delightful little paragraph, telling how 
a terribly poor laborer has suddenly 
inherited a fabulous fortune, which 
had previously lein dormant for a 
hundred or more years. Naturally, 
the writer is careful not to be too ex- 
act In stating the fortunate man’s 
name and his exact locality, but ab- 
surd as this concocted romance is, it 
usually does the business. Applica- 
tions for his valueble list pour in 
upon the next-of-kin man, and there 
is one such adventurer whose it 
is that after the insertion of such a 
paragraph he has received $1500 in his 
morning's mail. The extent of the 
business done by another can be imag- 
ined, for he boaeted that he spent 
$1700 a week in advertising. Needless 
to say, these individuals’ cilents 
ceive little except experience in re- 
turn for their hopefully-spent guineas. 
VAST BURYING GROUND FOR 

WILLS. 


Barristers, government officials and 
company representatives in search of 
missing heirs, as well as people who 
are willing to diecover themselves to 
be such, all find a happy hunting 
ground in a gaunt granite government 
bullding thet fronts on Father Thames, 
just below Waterioo Bridge, with an 
entrance from the Strand. 

It is known as Somerset House, and 
is probably the greatest burying ground 
for wills itn the world, for every 
testament that has been made in — 
land since 1484 is deposited there. It 
is a «reat rambling sort of place, and 
as eny one of the 1 men employed 
there ean tell you, cOntains no fewer 
than 3600 windowe. The great vaults 
below are of a size in proportion to the 


bullding, and they are literally 
crammed with wills. They are all 
carefully arranged, however, and it 


is as easy to turn to Shakespeare's 
last testament as it is to scan that of 
poor John Doe, who died week before 
last, unlimited researches being per- 
mitted upon payment of one shilling. 
Here is Newton's will and Dr. John- 
e0on’s, Vandyke’se and Holbein’s. Na- 
leon Bonaparte’s was here for a long 
time, but was turned over to the 
French in 1853. | 

All these wills used to be kept in 
the Doctors’ Commons, down in the 
city of London, now destroyed; and 
when moving day came the thousands 
of old testaments were shot into huge 
baskets and transferred to their new 
home in carefully-guarded vans.

ers who pay the regular price of the 
weekly mea] ticket. He could eit in 
his »lace in Highland Park, Iil., and 
call the names of a score of powers 
in the world of finance who have 
caught him in a corner, found Lim 
without a penny and fooled him into 
selling hi. patents for a song. The 
pitiful lament of his latter days is that 
he did not 
pointed when he hed money. 

Prof. Gray knew his failing better 
than anyone else. He made fortunes 
and spent them. He never had any 
considerable amount of money that he 
did not think it was enough to last 
forever. It never occured ‘to him to 
be a scientist for money. He never 
look-d’ for any return save the fame. 
He once spent a year in devising a 
plan for an improvement in the work 
of the telephone. The improvement 
was caught up on sight. It brought 
him a check for $50,000. He thought 
this was enough to last him the bel- 
ance of his life. He ordered his wife 
and family to pack the trunks. They 
sailed for Europe the next week. There 
was nothing too good or expensive for 
them to buy. They brought home 
pictures. statuary, and art treasures, 
and the home was decorated like a 
palace.

HE position of the British in Egypt 
is without parallel in all the world. 
There is no-_protectorate over Egypt. 
There has been no annexation, and yet, 
to all intents and purposes, England 
rules the country. 
Egypt does not bring any revenue to 
England; in fact, it costs large sums

annually to maintain the occapation. 
There is always the chance that the de- 
velopment of Egypt may enlarge the 
market for British goods, but as the 
policy of the open door is adhered to 
with the greatest firmness, this method 
of making the occupation worth while 
does not seem particularly and selfishly 
g00d. Of covrse, as the principal share- 
holder in the Suez Canal, Great Brit- 
ain feels bound to insure peace and 
good government in thé country through 
which the canal passes.

HOW THE BRITISH ENTERED

tion of the Suez Canal the country has 
become still more important, politically 
as well as commercially. Egypt is the 
Nile, and the Nile is Egypt. Without 
the one great river there would only be 
a desert where once flourished the civi- 
lization of the Pharaohs. Thus we see 
plainly that it really is not of such 
great importance who cones Egypt 
as it is who occupies the Sudan and 
the country of the upper Nile. Since 
the last war in the Sudan, which re- 
sulted in the crushing of the dervish 

wer, that* country has been placed 

der the joint control of Engiand and 
of Egypt. quite irrespective of the sit- 
uation in the country of the lower Nile. 
By this stroke of policy in gaining con- 
trol of the Nile, the position of Eng a d 
in Egypt is rendered practically unas 
sallable, and Eng and may now remain 
there as long as it shall : esire to do so. 

Egypt is a tributary state of Turkey, 
and pays annually a tribute of about 
£750,000 ($3,630,000.) The Khedive, how- 
ever, is practically independent as far 
as his own territories are concerned. 
In the time of the Khedive Ismail, after 
1863, the Suez Canal was constructed, 
at a cost of some £16,000,000 and thou- 
sands of lives. Great Britain bought. 
Egypt's rights in the canal, and thus

The consent of this board has to be 
obtained before any money may be 
spent or any loan raised for extraor- 
dinary needs. This fact necessarily 
hampers the government, and the Brit- 
Jish officials especially, as many of the

not friendly to Great Britain.

BRITISH REFORMS IN EGYPT. 

Turning to what has been done in 
the way of reform since 1882 by Great 
Britain in Egypt, we find, naturally 
enough, that the changes instituted 
were not at all popular at first. The 
native officials found out that they' 
were no longer free to extort money, 
the wealthy landowners discovered 
that no longer was all the water theirs 
for irrigation; and even the ‘“fellahin”™ 
were disappointed because their cred- 
itors flocked back and demanded pay- 
ment of loans contracted in Ismail’s 
time. However, year by year the con-

satisfactory to the people, and the ad- 
vantages of law and order are so ap- 
parent that there is no longer any 
grumbling egainet reform.

GROWTH IN PROSPERITY. 
The development of the irrigation 
systems of Egypt hae wrought im- 
mense improvement in the condition 
of the country, and the more recent 
plans for conserving the water for the 
seasons and thus insuring constant 
crops will — further benefit the land 
of the Nile. The figures given below 
show how much is due to improved irri- 
gation. In 1882 the cotton crop was 
2,846,000 kantars; in 1896 wan 
kantars. The ng crop for the sa 
years was 26,687,000 kilos, and 73,597,000 
kilos, respectively. 

The courts of jistice were reormeainns 
and mixed tribunals were introduced to 
deal with cases in which the parties 
were of different natiqnalities. The 
composition of these tribunals was 
partly native, partly Europexn.

The Cuban question is treated with 
the utmost freedom and candor. The 
President declares in effect that our 
pledge to give freedom and indepen- 
dence to Cuba must and will be kept, 
but that “the peace which we are 
pledged to leave to the Cuban people 
must carry with it the guarantee of 
permanence.” The President expresses 
gratification at having been “advised 
by the recent action of Congrees of the 
policy which the legislative branch of 
the government deems essential to the 
best interests of Cuba and the United 
States,” and says in effect that he will 
be guided by the policy outlined in the 
action of Congress. 

As regards the Philippines, the Pres- 
ident explicitly defines the policy to be 
pursued, which is virtually a continua- 
tion of the policy which has been pur- 
sued thus far, viz., to suppress insur- 
rection, and to extend to the Filipinos, 
so fast as conditions permit, the ben- 
efits of free government. The closing 
words of the President’s address con- 
stitute an unanswerable defense of the 
course which he has pursued, is pur- 
suing, and will continue to pursue, in 
the solution of this difficult problem. 
They are as follows: : 

“The settled purpose which long ago 
prevailed, to afford the inhabitants of 
the islands self-government as fast as 
they are ready for it, will be pursued 
with earnestness and fidelity. Already 
something has been accomplished in 
this direction. The government's rep- 
resentatives, civil and military, are 
doing faithful and noble work in their 
mission of emancipation, and merit 
the approval and support of their 
countrymen. The most liberal terms 
of amnesty have already been com- 
municated to the insurgents, and the 
way is still open for those who have 
raised their arms against the govern- 
ment for honorable submission to its 
authority. Our countrymen should not 
be deceived. We are not waging War 
against the inhabitants of the Philip- 
pine Islande. A portion of them are 
making war against the United States. 
By far the greater part of the inhab- 
itants recognize American sovereignty, 
and welcome it as a guaranty of order, 
and of security for life, property, lib- 
erty, freedom of conscience and the 
pursuit of happiness. To them full 
protection will be given. They shall

HE “WRITE-UP” MAN. 

The “write-up” fiend, who gathers 
together paid matter for publications 
of which many people never before 
heard in their lives, is again in our 
midst—or has lately been here. There 
lies before us a copy—the first one we 
ever saw—of “America’s Journal of 
Industry,” a 32-page 4-column pub- 
lication, with a cover. There is noth- 
ing in the body of the publication to 
show where it is printed, but from an 
advertisement we learn that it was es- 
tablished in 1897 by a printing com- 
pany in Brooklyn, N. Y., and that be- 
ginning with January, 1901, there will 
be published a quarterly supplement— 


of which this is apparently one—‘“each. 


number portraying the resources and 
possibilities of some American city 
that will indicate the progress of the 
nation in all the attributes of great- 
ness.” Then follows a couple of pages 
on irrigation, and a couple on Los An- 
geles, “the most beautiful spot in the 
world,” after which we come to the 
milk in the cocoanut, in the shape of 
twenty-seven solid pages, containing 
no leas than 290 separate articles, in 
the regular paid “write-up” style, of 
various firms and business men in Los 
Angeles and Pasadena, including many 
}of our most prominent establishments. 
It is said that the charge for these no- 
tices was at the rate of $30 a column. 
This would make the total amount re- 
ceived from Los Angeles business men 
by these enterprising New Yorkers— 
who appear to have gone through Los 
Angeles like a dose of castor of]—$3240. 

Is it, not a subject for astonishment 
that level-headed, experienced busi- 
ness men will so easily permit them- 
selves to be persuaded to pay out good 
money for euch dubious purposes as 
this, when at the same time it is often 
by mo means an easy matter to secure 
their support for enterprises of un- 
doubted merit, and of great benefit to 
the city? Such, for instance, as the 
Pan-American Exposition at Buffalo, 
the gathcring of funds for which is, 
according to the committee in charge, 
something like the pulling of eye- 
teeth 3 


Money expended in this manner 
might, in nine cases out of ten, far 
better be donated to some good local 
charity, as far as any profit to the 
business men is concerned. What do 
these people, who come to a distant 
city to “do the best they can,” care 
about the individual or corporate prog- 
ress of Los Angeles and its business 
men? What assurance have the ad- 
vertisers, beyond the say-so of the 
canvassers, who may or may not be 
reliable, that more copies of the pub- 
lication will be printed than are suffi- 
cient to furnish half a dozen or so to 
each advertiser? 

However, such arguments as these 
have been advanced over and over 
again, but they seem to avail Ifttle. It 
is, we suppose, another case in which 
“ne man is a prophet in his own coun- 
try,” but it is strange—passing strange.

The 
Times gives notice to business men— 
to all advertisers and intending adver- 
tisers—that it invariably furnishes cre- 
dentials, clear, direct and unmistak- 
able, to its authorized agents when 
they are sent out to solicit business.

WHY HOP SMOKERS 
ARE NOT PINCHED. 


| HE question of unrestricted opium 
smoking in this. city, which was re- 
ferred to by several ministers in 
their pulpits Sunday, has caused agita- 
tion among people who know little of 
the law on the subject, or the almost 
helpless condition of the police in deal- 
ing with opium emokers. 
The ministerial critics refer to the 
multitude of opium smokers in this city, 
and appear to hold the police respon- 


when as a matter of fact, the police 
could not stop the habit if every busi- 
ness man on Spring street bought 
opium in Chinatown and _ invited 
his friends or customers to visit 
his store and smoke. The law 
on opium smoking is so exceedingly 
loose that it is practically no law at 
all. It is a State statute, contained in 
section 307 of the Penal Code, and aside 
from being badly mixed up, hag little 
or nothing to recommend it. 
verbatim as follows: 

“Every person who opens or main- 
tains’ to be resorted to by other persons, 
any place where opium, to be smoked 
at such place, and any person who at 
stich place sells or gives away any 
opium, or its said preparations, to be 
there smoked or otherwise used, and 
every person who visits or resorts to 
any such place for the purpose of 
smoking opium or its said preparations, 
is guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof shall be punished by 
a fine not exceeding five hundred dol- 
jars, or imprisonment in the county

The police have arrested a number of 
people for visiting such places to 
smoke, but invariably they set up the 
point. that they “room” there, and it 
is impossible to prove anything to the 
contrary. What are we going to do? 
Let some of our critics try to convict

Court jury, and they will see where 
they find themselves.

NEW YORK, March 4.—Testg are be- 
ing made at the Sandy Hook proving 
grounds with a new explosive of great 
power, Ordnance officials say highly 
satisfactory results have been obtained. 
Great secrecy has been observed in 
conducting the tests, for the War De- 
partent has determined that nothing 
shall be made public regarding the ex- 
periments. It has been learned that the 
new explosive is the invention of an 
American, and that it has not yet been 
named. This removes it from the class 
of explosives which have been named 
and described, and marks it something 
entirely new. 

A shell loaded with the new explosive 
penetrates seven inches of armor, then 
bursts destructively. With most ex- 
plosives the heat generated by the 
shell’s impact has caused it to explode 
before penetrating the armor.

TARIFF WAR 
WITH RUSSIA. 


Perils Such .an Event 
Would Involve. 


Big Business Interests 
Affected. 
Views of the President of the 


Savannah Chamber of — 
Commerce. |

(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES:} 
SAVANNAH (Ga...) Feb. 28.—It 
would be imposeibie to overtsimate the 
damage that would result to the 
general commerce of the country, 
should a tariff wer result from the 
recent decision of Secretary Gage, 
in the matter of the importation of 
Russian beet sugar. Cotton and naval 
stores are only two of the items that 
will be affected disastrously by the 
threat of Russia to meet the Secre- 
tary of the Treaeéury’s decision by im- 
the 60 per cent. ad valorem 

duty on all American imports into 
Russia. Already the naval stores 
trade has been subjected to cancella- 
tion of purchases for Russian eccount 
to the extent of 40,000 packages of 500 
pounds, net, each, and our cotton peo- 
ple fear similar treatment, because a 
50 per cent. ad valorem on both 
these articles absolutely bars them 
out of Russia, ‘ 
‘Russia is @ large consumer of both 
our cotton and naval stores, and this 
is the time for orders and shipment, 
so as to reach the Baltic at the open- 
ing of navigation. Large quantities of 
cotton and naval stores also reach 
Russia through other countries, who 


are in this way credited with their 


consumption, that should swell Rus- 
sian receipts from Southern (Ameri- 
can) ports. 

Therefore, it is vitally important 
that something be done immediately 
to relieve the commercial unrest that 
pervades the country at the prospect 
of a tariff wer with Russia. It mat- 
.ters not to commerce who is right or 
who may be in the wrong in this mat- 
ter. But the unlversally-expreesed 
opinion, as far as heard, is that our 
government has acted too hastily in 80 
momentous a matter, to settle even a 
principle, by disarranging a vast and 
profitable trade with a close gnd, al- 
ways, friendly country, by employin 
one of the most insignificant items 
that traffic for Ulustrating a defense 
of that principle. 

Rusela manufactures about 750,000 
tons of beet suger and consumes 
nearly 450,000 tons.

During the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1900, our exports to Russia amounted 

mpor n were $7,245, 
against $3,576,388 in 1895.” 

In the same consular bulletin, ref- 
erence is made to our Russian Asiatic 
trade as follows: “In close association 
with our interests In North China, the 
economic future of the contiguous ter- 
titory controlled by Russia becomes a 
question of great importance to our 
manufacturers and exporters. Ac- 
cording to an article in the Novoe 
Vremya, a leading newspaper of St. 
Petersburg, in its issue of August 13, 
1900, the winter of 1899-1900 witnessed 
an enormous import of American 
products in the Amur province in- 
cluding flour, iron, iron and copper- 
ware and household utensils. There 
are said to be good openings for Amer- 
ican products owing to the lack as yet 
of manufacturers. Siberian merchants, 
it is added, are beginning to feel the 
pressure. me are demanding the 
exclusion of American imports, but 
consumers protest on the ground that 
no spirit of enterprise exists in Siberia 
and prices are extremely high. “The 
chances are,”’ says the Novoe Vremya, 
“that the Americans will benefit more 
from the Chinese market. than the 
Russians.” In 1899, United States ex- 
ports to Asiatic Russia amounted to 
about $1,860,009 and for eleven months 
of 1900 to $2,438,640. 

I quote thus liberally from bulletin 
No. 961—to direct particular attention 
to the jealousy already being voiced 
against the increasing preponderance 
of American products and manufac- 
turers that enter into the internal 
trade of the Russian empire, and to 
show how easy it will be to foment 
into an irresistible force an anti- 
American sentiment that would kill 
one of the geese laying our golden eggs 
of commerce and stimulate, at the 
same time, a demana for home fac- 
tories that would operate to our per- 
manent disadvantage and material 
loss. Under this view of the subject 
the Savannah Board of Trade, of 
whieh I have the honor to be Presi- 
dent, recently adopted resolutions re- 
questing the Secretary of the Treasury 
to suspend his decision and make the 
differences existing between this coun- 
try and Russia a matter of friendly 
correspondence. 

It is our hope that the tron, stee) ang 
other interests of the country, affected 
equally with cotton and naval stores, 
will take similar action and press upon 
the consideration of Secretary Gage 
and the President, the imperative ne- 
cessity for tmmediately quieting the 
unrest of commerce that unchecked 


may quickly blossom into a semi-panic 
with enormous loss in the branches of 
trade holding most intimate and profit- 
able relations with Russia. 

If the sugar trust be at the bottom 
of this unfortunate trade paralysis 
they would far better let Russia 
alone, and look to the South to win a 
bloodless victory fought without any 
ruthless and inexcusable disturbance 
of trade relations with foreign nations. 
In that way we shall increase and 
magnify the internal greatness of a 
common country before the world, al- 
ready dazed* by. our marvelous com- 
mercial growth.

DETENTION HOSPITAL. 

HOTEL-KEEPERS STIRRED. 

The lack of proper facilities for 
handling contagioue diseases has again 
occasioned a protest from hotel-keep- 
ers, physicians and business men. In 
@ petition considered by the Board of 
Heaith yesterday, the city is asked to 
take immediate steps to establish a 
detention hospital. The petition bears 
upward of 200 signatures, and ts headed 
by’ F. O. Johnson for the Westminster 
Hotel, and Milo M. Potter for the 
Van Nuys. 
The petition was almost the first 
business taken up by the Board of 
Health. It recites that the city has 
areat need for a detention hospital all 
the year, but especially during the 
winter months, when the tide of 
tourist travel is at its height. Cases 
of contagious disease not infrejuently 
occur in the best hostelries, as their 
guests come from all points of the 
compass, and are exposed in traveling 
to infection from many people in many 
different climes. 

It ts impossible for a hotel to harbor 
@ case of contagious disease, as other 
travelers will not come to the house, 
and those that are in the hotel will 
leave when informed that such a case 
exists under the same roof. The pro- 
‘prietor is therefore put to a hard 
shift. Either he must turn the un- 
lucky traveler into the street, or with 
great difficulty and expense procure 
isolation in a cottage in the suburbs. 
The people of the vicinity raise se- 
rious objections to heving a case of 
contagious disease quartered where 
their children may be exposed, or the 
health of thé section impaired. If 
the owner of-the cottage that is rented 
is not informed beforehand of 
use to which it tle to be put, damage 
suits usually follow. 

The hospitals and saniteriums of 
the city will not receive a patient with 
searliet fever, diphtheria and similar 
diseases, says the petition, and it Is 
imperative that some steps be taken 
by the city to accommodate people 
who are etricken while living in hotels 
and roomifig-houses. — 

The great need for such a hospital 
has long been recognized by the city 
authorities, but the funds to establish 
and maintain it have been lacking. 
Last year a cOmmittee was appointed 
by the Counc!) and several sites were 
examined. The only city property 
that could be used for the purpose is 
situated in a neighborhood that prom- 
ised to give the Council a taste of the 
strenuous life, if it was proposed to 
locate a detention hospital in that le- 
cality. As only $5000 was available, it 
was impossible to both buy land and 
build the hospital, and the plan was 
finally abandoned altogether. 

Although the authorities realize that 
there is scarcely another city of this 
size in the country that has not made 
provision for e detention hospital, no 
provision whatever™was made in the 
present budget for such a hospital, 
and with a deficit of $20,000 staring the 
Council In the face, this serious ques- 
tion becomes hard to solve. 

Dr. Smith yesterday informed the 
Board of Health of a plan which is 
regarded as more feasible then others 
that have been presented. It was sug- 
gested once before, but no action was 
taken. The suggestion is to build cot- 
tages adjacent to, and to be run in 
connection with, the County Hospital. 
Detached cottages are now regarded 


The many advantages of such a plan 
were pointed out to the board yester- 
day by Dr. Smith. It will not be nec- 
essary to have a separate force for 
euch a hospital, as would be essential 
if run seperately. The land will not 
cost the city anything, and the only 


cottages and the maintenance. The 
County Board of Supervisors is said 
to regard the proposition favorably. 
Dr. B. A. Bryant, it is stated, would 
be glad to have the infectious hospl- 
tal built alongside the County Hospt- 
tal, as it would give the nurses and 
internesa a chance to study these dis- 
eases. 

Supervisor Field has interested him- 
self in procuring plans for new county 
buildings, and he has informed some 
of the doctors that in these plans pro- 
vision will be made for a thorourhly- 
equipped detention hospital. It will be 
some time, however, before the plans 
can be carried out, if adopted, and the 
need of the city is immediate. 

Counciiman Bowen, who has taken 
a very active interest in health mat- 
ters, attended the meeting yesterday. 
He eaid the Counct! has referred the 
matter to the Board of Health, in 
order that they may suggest a Plan 
for the construction of such a hospi - 
tal. The Council knows the need of 
such an institution, and as far as the 
city funds will permit, is enxious to 
make proper provision for the care or 
infectious diseases. Health Officer L. 
M. Powers also made a number of sug- 
gestions to the board. It was finally 
decided to refer the communication to 
the Board of Health Committee on In- 
fectious Diseases, coposed of 
Davisson, Salisbury and Beckett. 

MINOR HEALTH ITEMS. 

On motion of Dr. Beckett it was de- 
cided to insist upon a more detailed 
report from the inspectors in the 
future. Dr. Smith said that the fact 
that fifty pounds of beef have been 
condemned is not a very instructive 
item for the health board, neither is 
the fact that so many arrests for car- 

adulterated milk have been made.

FLOW OF OIL. 

FIFTH-WARD TROUBLE. 
Recently two large ojl tanks belong- 
ing to the Oceanic Oil Company broke 
from their moorings and flooded Cen- 
tennial street with sticky asphaltum. 
The ground, moistened by the rain, 
failed to support the heavy tanks and 
they toppled to one side. 
The Oceanic company operates near 
the Sisters’ Hospital in the north- 
western part of the city, and that this 
should cause trouble in the Fifth Ward 
seems peculiar. It is nevertheless true. 
The oi] ran down Centennial street to 
Temple and down Temple to Fremont 
street, where it disappeared in a storm 
drain. At some time in the past this 
drain was connected with the Arroyo 
de los Reyes drain, when, why or how 
no one knows. . This latter drain ends 
at Bighteenth and Figueroa, and it is 
there that the greater part of the 225 
barrels of oil next appeared. 
From this point the oil ran west on 
Washington street to the Rosedale 
Cemetery and south on Figueroa street. 
Near the Rosedale school there is a 
pond of the stuff, which gives off 
noisome odors and is regarded as a 
nuisance. 

Councilman Bowen made a strenuous 

objection in the Council yesterday to 
having the waste oil of the hill section 
dumped onto the Fifth Ward. W. N. 
Bowen, assistant oil inspector, was 
called before. the Council and ques- 
tioned, but he said nothing could be 
done to stop the flow of the oil. 
“Some way has got to be found to 
abate this nuisance,” seid Councilman 
Bowen. “At some places people are 
unable to get to their houses from the 
street owing to this deluge of oil; and 
it must be stopped. t is more, the 
drains must be fixed so that such an 
accident cannot occur again.” 
Street Superintendent McGuire in- 
vestigated yesterday and reports that 
the flow of oil has about stopped. He 
will try and clean the streets. 


Asphalt Pavement. 


Specifications for asphalt paving 
were submitted to the Council yester- 
day by City Engineer Stafford. The 
new specifications will permit the use 
of local asphalt, refined from crude oil. 
They are for a pavement with stone 
block foundations and are applicable 
for the repavement of Main street be- 
tween First and Marchessault streets. 
Regarding them the City Engineer 
says: “In preparing these specifications 
I have had two objects constantly in 
view, to wit: First, to draw them so 
specifically as to tInmsure first-class 
work and a good pavement, and, sec- 
ond, to leave the method of doing the 
work open, as far as possible, so as to 
obtain the greatest amount of honest 
competition in biddi upon the pro- 
posed improvement.” ir adoption is 
earnestly recommended by Mr. Staf- 
ford. Specifications for asphalt pave- 
ment with hydraulic cement concrete 
base, and aiso for asphaltic concrete 
base, will be submitted in the near 
future.
